'ELECTRIC EYE' 
DEVICETESTED 

Governor Is Determined to 
End Speed Law Violations 
on State Highways 

Governor Darden has announced 
plans for the use of "electric eye" 
equipment for the purpose of re- 
cording the exact speed of an auto- 
mobile, the device made necessary, 
he said, because of "willful and con- 
temptuous" violations of speed and 
wartime conservation regulations. 
"I have tried and the State Police 
have tried," Governor Darden said, 
"in every way we knew how to stop 
this speeding, but still it goes on." 
"1 do not know of any other way to 
deal with it except through these 
mechanical devices, plus drastic 
fines and possible imprisonment," 
Governor Darden said. He further 
pointed out that the armed forces 
had so depleted the State Police 
Force and lack of tires had made 
unsafe any prolonged chase of 
speeders that in the face of rising 
number of highway deaths and ac- 
cidents the electric eye seemed the 
only other course.

But the mer- 
chant who makes honest mistakes is in a 
very different category from the profiteer. 
According to authorities on merchandising, 
it in likely that a careful check would show 
that practically every store in the nation is 
"guilty" of some minor violation of the rules. 
And the reason for that is simple — the price 
control rules are very complicated, and thous- 
ands of retailers haven't yet had time to put 
them into effect with 100 per cent accuracy. 
The job of the OPA at this time should be 
to aid retailing, to point Trat mistakes, to 
make clear interpretations of the regulations, 
and to help merchants conform. Then legal 
action should be taken against merchants who 
are obviously trying to "beat the Taw." That 
is the wise policy.

On a hot, sultry July ilay in 1907 a young health officer, traveling 
on a transcontinental train through Kansas, went to the water cooler 
to get a drink. As he stood in line waiting* his turn he saw a five-year 
old girl and a man, obviously suffering from advanced tuberculosis, 
drink out of the same tin cup. 

Upon checking-, he counted thirteen detectable cases of TB on that 
train — all using the same drinking cup with other supposedly healthy 
passengers. 

While no health officer or doctor in the United States had heretofore 
become concerned over the matter of transmission of infectious germs 
from mouth to meuth, via a commonly used drinking cup, Dr. Samuel J. 
Crumbine immediately started a one-man crusade to hare this menace 
to public health abolished.

County and town set- 
ups must have your help if they are to do the 
job which the Government has given to them.

With Christmas only three weeks away, we 
want to call your attention to one of our most 
valuable, far-reaching American Christmas 
traditions — the Christmas Seal which sup- 
ports the fight against tuberculosis. 

This year marks the 36th year that the ap- 
pearance of the small tuberculosis seal on the 
flood of our Christmas mail has proved that 
we Americans are sincerely trying to protect 
our own against an insidious infecting disease. 

Americans have full confidence in the 
Seal — a confidence deeply rooted in the vic- 
tories which have been won over tuberculosis. 

This year marks a crisis in the anti-tuber- 
culosis campaign. Tuberculosis has always 
increased during war. The increase is already 
evident in many sections of this country, in- 
cluding the over-crowded Tidewater Virginia 
section. This .year the Christmas Seal Sale 
is of more importance to the health and wel- 
fare of this country than in any year since 
1917. 

This year, in spite of all the calls for our 
dollars, we must not fail to support the Prin- 
cess Anne Tuberculosis Association. We must 
not fail to observe the old tradition of Christ- 
mas Seals — a tradition that literally saves 
lives. 



Captain Edward Rickenbacker is just as 
mortal as any other man. Yet he has heard 
four times in his life what he himself de- 
scribed after his rescue the other day as 
the "beautiful soft music" of death. Once he 
was all but killed in an automobile race. Once 
he almost bled to death after a tonsil opera- 
tion. Once he crashed with other passengers 
in an air wreck near Atlanta, And there was 
this last time. "Everything is extremely 
pleasant," he testifies, "just as heaven should 
be." 

Eddie Rickenbacker's experiences may help 
soften other people's grief. Death may not be 
the hard master we suppose. Often we con- 
fuse him with pain, but he is the end of pain. 
We do not know why he sometimes comes so 
close and then goes away. 0;ten he takes the 
very bravest — this we know. He takes the 
generous, who give up their places in the life- 
boat. He takes the compassionate, who will 
not let a wounded man suffer unaided between 
the lines. He takes those who love liberty so 
much that they will not bow to the oppressor. 

But sometimes he is kind to men on rafts 
and especially to men who have a joke to 
share with him, as Rickenbacker and his com- 
rades did. He took one of them, to show his 
power. He left the others to show his mag- 
nanimity. We shall never pierce this mystery. 
We can only rejoice that brave men sometimes 
come safely home from desperate peril We 
can only hope that Eddie Rickenbacker was 
right about th§ "beautiful soft music" in the

REGISTER WOMEN? Registra- 
tion of women for war work came 
a step nearer to fact, as labor lead- 
ers announced that "some steps" 
will probably be taken before the 
first of the year. Whether those 
steps Will be toward placing regis- 
tration of women on a voluntary or 
on a compulsory basis depends 
largely upon whether or not men 
can be found to meet the increasing 
needs of both industry and the 
armed forces. The War Manpower 
eornrhission has so far opposed im- 
mediate legislation providing t for 
compulsory registration . . . Mrs. 
Roosevelt's first recommendation 
since her return from England was 
made to the President, to whom 
she is reported to have said that 
women should be allowed to devote 
more time to industrial jobs essen- 
tial to the war effort . . . Mean- 
while the ruling by Secretary of 
Labor Frances Perkins that girls 
of 16 and 17 be permitted (under 
specific conditions) to engage in 
war production has caused much 
argument. Some specialists in child 
welfare feel that registration of aU 
women would reveal that there are 
older women could, and should, be 
called before it becomes necessary 
to employ girls under 18. Others 
feel that youngsters with no re- 
sponsibilities are better able to 
serve than older women, especially 
those with families . . . The fact 
remains, however, that there is 
work to be done, and some one 
must do it.

WAAC NOTE: President Roose- 
velt has authorized an increase in 
the maximum strength of the 
WAAC from 25.000 to 150,000, the 
number originally considered nec- 
essary.

WALKER DENIES 
SLAUGHTER BAN 

Farmers Permitted to Kill 
Usgs for Own Use Without 
Permits, He Says 



L. M'. Walker, Jr., State Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, announc- 
ed to all farmers and cattle raisers 
that there was no basis to the ru- 
■or which has been circulating 
of late that farmers have to get a 
permit to slaughter their hogs. "If 
there is such a ruling we have not 
been notified of it," Mr. Walker 
said. "This is a very desirable time 
for all farmers who can to prepare 
their own meat supply," Mr. Walk- 
er said, "and again explained that 
farmers may kill as many hogs as 
they wish for their own use. It is 
only if they slaughter them for sale 
that they are subject to the re- 
striction of 70 per cent of last 
year's slaughter." 

Serious Meat Shortage 

Mr. Walker called attention to 
the serious meat shortage in some 
sections of Virginia due to the fact 
that civilian consumption has not 
cut down and OPA ruling forbids 
that more than 70 per cent of the 
number of animals slaughtered dur- 
ing the last three months of 1941 
may be killed during the same 
period of the current year for 
civilian use. 

"Larger packers," Mr. Walker 
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larger' packers. The situation is a 
bad one because high costs of feed, 
together with ceiling prices on 
meats, would make it unprofitable 
for farmers to withhold the beef 
from the market, despite lower 
prices which packers might offer 
them." 

_, "There is definitely no shortage 
of meat based on the number of 
cows, lambs and hogs available for 
slaughtering," Mr. Walker said, 
"However, OPA rulings regulating 
the percentage of cattle and hogs 
Which may be slaughtered have 
created a meat shortage aspect." 

"We are doing everything we can 
to help the situation but so far 
have not made much progress." 

Mr. Walker conferred with Leon 
Henderson on Monday.

Dr. Harrell's Statement 

In a statement on his position

Harrell, former medical director 
of the hospital, said: 

"The first news that I had of 
the proposed closing of the hos- 
pital was brought to me about two 
weeks ago by Dr. A. C. Ray, physi- 
cian in charge of the hospital. Dr. 
Ray came to my office to discuss 
with me the transferring of some 
of my patients to other institu- 
tions. One being quite ill he wished 
to get placed as soon as possible. 

"The Tidewater Memorial Hospi- 
tal was built with funds raised by 
voluntary subscription throughout 
the second congressional district. 
. The primary object of the hospital 
■ waa to admit and treat all forms of 
tuberculosis, chiefly the type of 
case that other institutions would 
not take. Namely, the acutely ill, 
the far advanced cases, tuberculosis 
patients with diabetes and pregnant 
women with tuberculosis, and any 
others who wished to enter. Our 
motto was to turn no one away 
with tuberculosis, so long as they 
obeyed instructions. 

"Recently through the efforts of 
a committee appointed by the State 
Medical Society arrangements have 
been made at Blue Ridge Sanator- 
ium, to admit pregnant women 
with tuberculosis and treat them 
■ntil they are ready to be con- 
ined. They are then transferred 
to the University Hospital in Char- 
lottesville for delivery. The other

"Whooping cough is a highly 
contagious disease. It is so danger- 
ous to young children that at least 
ten per cent of cases under four 
years of age are likely to die. Chil- 
dren catch it from other cases by 
breathing in the tiny droplets of in- 
fected mouth spray which are ex- 
pelled into the surrounding air 
when patients cough.

Th» chairman of the State Board 
was also authorised to appoint a 
committee to confer with the Gov- 
ernor and invite him to sponsor the 
project and present it to the Ad- 
visory Legislative-»CouneiI for the 
1944 General Assembly. 

The State Board announced that 
approximately 25 per cent of the 
total of all admissions in the four 
State hospitals were drunkards. Of 
2,764 admissions to State hospitals 
last year 667 were inebriates and 
another 200 were heavy drinkers.

"The fact is that the epoch of naval offensives is ended. War has 
resolved into a struggle for mastery of the skies. Air power has taken 
the lead. Surface forces are either reduced to auxiliaries or entirely im- 
mobilized until the issue of who controls the air is decided. Until we 
take this: fact to heart, we shall blunder from disaster, to disaster. We 
must recognize that there has been a revolution in war-making due to 
the advent of the air- weapon. None of our traditional strategy applies, 
because it was a two-dimensional strategy, whereas air power bas 
yanked warfare into the third dimension. 

"We can and we will win this war — provided we face the fact that 
this is primarily an aerial war and proceed to develop the strategy and 
the aircraft to win it. In the final analysis, that means long-range, hard- 
hitting aviation based on land. It means air power capable of carrying an 
offensive across water directly to the source of the enemy's power— to 
his home land. 

"By reversing the process, by using powerful -land-based aviation, 
we can conceivably turn back recent Pacific history and retrieve the 
lost territories, island by island. That, we may judge from the kind of 
preparations now under way, is what United Nations strategy proposes 
to do. 

"The logic of these elementary truths must be hammered home until 
our nation realizes that our war effort must be revised, with aviation as 
its decisive element. Only then will we begin to channel the main part 
of our national wealth and skills, labor power and materials, to the 
creation of an irresistible force cf land-based air power. 

"The waste involved in a construction program on irrelevant types 
of weapons would not be serious if we could aftord it. But we can't. We 
are reaching the point of industrial saturation when we no longer can 
ir.cu e,e in the extravagance of buildine anything and everything that 
e>' ir.es to mind. We must concentrate on the weapons essential for direct 
cfler-ive. that means, in the first place, long-range, lar.d basal

Deliveries Curtailed 

OPA has now issued an order 
that allows retailers to curtail 
; ndh-essential delivery service. Any 
' merchant can tell his customers to 
carry their own packages, whether 
the order is made over the counter 
or by telephone — provided the bun- 
dles are of reasonably carriable 
weight and size and do not contain 
items necessary in an emergency, 
. such as drug prescriptions. 

The order also allows stores to 
jdo away with sales on approval 
( and most returns of merchandise, 
and OPA recommends that they do 
so. The order permits them to cut 
jout such services as "layaways," 
,free phone service, gift wrapping 
( after the Christmas holidays, style 
shows, bridge classes, exhibitions 
and holiday decoration. 
- Mrs. Trigg pointed out that these 
measures are only a part of a 
steadily widening picture of store 
economy. Deliveries already have 
been cut — many stores now de- 
liver only once or twice a week. 
Credit has been restricted — strict 
controls have been placed over loans 
and installment buying, and short- 
er periods allowed for paying up 
charge accounts. :•* . . 
Services Delayed 

Shopping takes a larger slice 
out of the average woman's day 
than ever before. Occasional scarci- 
ties of non-rationed foods have 
shown her what it is like to stand 
in line for her share of the supply. 
Lack of salespeople has made it 
necessary to wait at store counters ! 
for service. 

"As more commodities, transpor 
tat ion facilities and manpower are I 
absorbed into the war effort, the 
situation is bound to become tight- 
er,", asserted Mrs. Trigg.

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EVACUATION GUINEA PIG 

In the early days of the first year of war, 
Virginia Beach served as a guinea pig for 
the coastal dim-out program. With more to 
lose than most coastal areas because of its 
tremendous investment in resort properties, 
its citizens hesitated not at all in lending the r 
support to the authorities, with the result 
that a practical program soon was perfected 
— a program, incidentally, which has been 

widely copied . . 

The manner in which the community co- 
operated with the authorities has been widely 
and favorably commented on, by the Army, 
the Navy and by the responsible leaders ot 
the civilian defense program. If such co- 
operation cut into expected resort business — 
and that might be argued both ways — yet 
were the people prepared to go to whatever 
limits were believed necessary, without argu- 
ment and with a minimum amount of non- 
observance. , . _. . , 

Now, according to word from Richmond, 
again we are to be used as guinea pigs, this 
time in the perfection of a statewide evacua- 
tion plan.

But it is no secret that the schedule 
calls for hundreds of flights every day, and 
that t He number is growing swiftly. It is no 
secret 'that the fleet of hundreds of cargo 
planes i:n service tiis year is expected to grow 
into thousands or the end of another year." 
I Those who feel that the airlines should be 
*militariz.kd fat the duration are losing their 
♦fcmericaih •'■^pee^ive. if the airlines had 
«*ailed id measure up to the tasks imposed on 
of 'tfem, such a position might be justified. But 
they have not failed. We are fighting this 
war to save private enterprise, not to destroy 
it. Every pilot who wears the uniform of a 
commercial airline can be doubly proud. He 
is carrying on a military mission against the 
enemy, and as a civilian he is helping mightily 
to preserve a nucleus from which the airlines 
can 'expand in the peace to come, over the 
entire world, bringing to all peoples a good 
example of what the free institutions of 
America can do.

They want to know 
what we are doing to keep their part of the 
world in shipshape order. 

They don't want to come back to a world 
wrecked by inflation, by foolish spending. 

One way all of us can contribute to that 
effort is to channel our surplus earnings into 
savings.

MR. X POSES A QUESTION 

(From "Heffernan Says," in the 
Brooklyn Eagle) 
A reader, whom I shall call Mr. X, goes to 
the root of our war effort and our economic 
future in a letter I received this morning. 
Quoting a statement by Walter Winchell, the 
accuracy of which is immaterial, that there 
are 3,800 anti-trust act indictments pending 
in the Department of Justice, Mr. X says that 
fact proves that there is "something screwy 
in the administration which has not been 
brought to the attention of the public." Tak- 
ing a hypothetical case, Mr. X says: 

Along comes an investigation by the De- 
partment of Justice. Let's concede for the 
sake of argument, whether true or not, 
that there seems to be enough evidence to 
make out a prima facie case. Huge legal 
fees are involved. Suppose a nolle-con- 
tendere decree is entered into and an agree- 
ment is made as to fines. In order to get 
out of this legal difficulty the industry may 
consent to pay the fines, but this might 
result in such a hardship that many of the 
concerns might soon have to go out of busi- 
ness because they cannot stand any further 
restrictions on the part of "the Govern- 
ment. 

The Government has been frank about 
stating that they do not care whether cer- 
tain industries go out of business or not, . 
but I ask you where this is going to leave 
the Treasury Department. Where in the 
face of this mountain of restrictions, fines 
and whatnot, are the taxes going to come 
fmm and isn't it about time the Govern, 
meat, aside from the bureaus and ths Oe- 
parlment of Justice, makes an investiga- 
tion of these matters? Certainly it -seems 
to me that it is about time that someji sdy, 
Kcmewheie, got after the Depa 
Pr t Thurman Arnold and clil] 
F3 what is in my opinion legalized extor- 
tion from an already over-burdened in- 
dustry. 

There may be in the New Deal method of 
redistributing wealth some genius that will 
justify the hopes of optimists that bevond 
the war's desolation may lie the world of milk 
and honey, but to expect anything but an arti- 
ficial and unsound prosperity from the policy 
of "deficit spending and confiscatory taxa- 
tion" seems to me the reductio ad absurdum 
of modern economics. When the New Deal ex- 
tremists began to put that policy into effect 
and subsidize the destruction of the farmers* 
livestock and the plowing under of fertile 
fields, the late Senator Borah said dryly, 
"Everybody's happy but the taxpayer and 
who cares for him now." 

It happens that we have put our hand to 
the plow in this war, and there can be no 
turning back and necessary as it may be to 
spend prodigiously in order that victory may 
crown our arms, we cannot avoid paying in 
the future for the struggle we are now wag- 
ing But lack of co-ordination and waste of 
public funds should not aggravate the burden 
we and our children must bear. 

And if there is in the New Deal as there 
undoubtedly is in the minds of some of its 
extremists, a studied effort to destroy big 
business as well as little by prosecution under 
anti-trust laws, and taxation to the hilt, we 
may hope that the Congress about to come 
into being will check these visionaries in

citiien could earn rather than on |25,00u? The former is an annual 
average for our gainfully employed and isn't ^the average good enough? 
Or would this be too difficult, politically, or too upsetting, economically? 
Or is a leveling to the average a hidden objective for later application 
as resistance to collectivist measures lessens? 

Whose divine judgment was it that said $25,000 after federal 
income taxes was the end of the opportunity nail for Americans, or 
was this decision simply the result of an eenie-meenie-minie-moe game? 
Where does the element of reason or common sense show itself in this 
ultimatum? Certainly, a $25,000 annual income was no top rung in the 
free enterprise ladder we have known. Perhaps this or a lower rung is 
all the collectivists expect of the new order being planned for us. 
No Authorization by Congress 

The Congressional authority used by the Executive branch of the 
government in imposing this discrimination against salary earners 
was never intended by Congress to be thus used. Congressmen know 
thfs. 

Congressmen also know that if their authority can be thus distended 
there is nothing to keep the Executive from settling on 15,000 or even 
on $1,900 as the most anyone can earn. 

Manifestly unfair and disgraceful is the proposition of limiting 
salaries alone. But we need not dwell long on this point. Already being 
prepared are the blue prints for congressional approval limiting all 
forms of income to this amount. Congress will have to conform or the 
salary feature will have to be rescinded. It is too untenable by itself. 

Concerns Everybody 

We who write this are not in the affected income class nor do we 
know many whose gross incomes exceed $67,200 (the gross income 
necessary to net $25,000 after federal taxes), nor are we particularly 
concerned with their individual financial fate. But there are some things 
which do concern us: 

1. This is, in cur opinion, the boldest stroke yet attempted by 
American collectivists. It has been taken at a time when defense of the 
issue is difficult, for it is easily confused with war patriotism and wage 
and salary limitations. Then, too, the stroke is aimed at a pitifully small 
minority. 

2. It must be remembered that this is different from limiting or 
freezing one's earnings. It really is not limitation or stabilization at 
all. It is reduction. 

3. This arbitrary reduction of large incomes will in most cases 
require the liquidation of capital assets. We may think, the forced 
disposal of properties all right in the cases in question, but how would 
we feel about all this were it applied to us? In what respect is it 
different in principle? If one group can be successfully attacked and 
penalized for success by what rule or judgment are others of us to be 
exempted from further extensions? 

4. The idea that reduction of high incomes is justified on the grounds 
that lesser incomes are frozen as fallacious because lesser incomes are 
not limited. Industry after industry is having millions in new wage 
rates forced upon it by government. 

5. This is one of the instances in which we, the people, have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain. We gain no new revenue. Instead, we 
do suffer the loss of production resulting from any destruction of 
incentive. 

This leveling of incomes not only will eliminate a part of the 
incentive factor for production but will also levy a penalty on the ultra- 
successful a penalty that will require the selling of homes or stocks or 
other assets to pay current expenses. The collectivists would do America 
less harm if they would impose their discriminations on those of us 
less importantly engaged, but they lack the political fortitude to do 
this to most of us — yet. 

6. It is said that this ruling will not continue in effect after the 
war. We are to impair incentive only temporarily? How many emer- 
gency measures designed only for the depression have been repealed 

7. No move yet designed by our economic antagonists strikes so' 
effectively at the heart of private capital as this income edict. It is a j 
major step among a whole series of steps already taken that will : mv.v :• 
governmental as distinguished from private financing.

A NEW HIGHWAY MENACE 

Strict orders, as we understand it, have 
been issued to all Army posts and Navy camps 
and stations regarding "bumming" or 
"thumbing" rides. The practice is potentially 
a dangerous one, and the officials of both 
2? services have done wisely in taking cognizance 
> of those possibilities. 

Yet, in spite of these orders, many soldiers 
$and sailors are getting away on leaves on 
' "bummed" rides. The public has been quick 
to appreciate their position, to understand 
I their haste in quitting the rigorous duties for 
.' several hours or for a more extended period, 
^ and cars are regularly filled with khaki or 
blue-clad youngsters between cities and 
Scamps. If any infraction of the rules is in- 
, heient in such a course, we are many times 
? ; guilty. 

Yet, the time has come to speak out 
against a current practice that threatens the 
y. lives of many servicemen and holds the possi- 
bility of court action against unsuspecting 
f civilians. Indeed, the practice has already re- 
; suited in several accidents to members of 
" the armed forces and has involved civilians 
l in serious legal entanglements. 
•■-V During the night hours both soldiers and 
sailors — and particularly sailors attached 
to the Fleet Service School at the Cavalier 
' Hotel — crowd out into the road, into the 
V second lane of traffic, gesticulating wildly at 
each approaching car, most of which must 
& swerve into a left-hand lane to avoid striking 
g the boy, or boys. Because of dim-out restric- 
, tions, even traveling at the legal rate of 
"speed, the dark-colored uniforms cannot be 
«: seen i\ntil the motorist is almost on top of 
them, and the sudden appearance of the 
k soldiers and sailors immediately in the line 
§ of travel is disconcerting, to say the least. 
$ Not only is the accident hazard increased 
•i by such uncouth action, but the boys are cer- 
t tain -to lose out on civilian cooperation, for

"Limiting salaries to $25,000 can have no 
possible useful effect in promoting the war 
effort. It will actually reduce — and sub- 
stantial! • reduce — the tax income. 

"An arbitrary limitation and ceiling on in- 
come of individuals has been one of the basic 
parts of the platforms of both the Socialist 
and Communist parties for many years. Why 
take the amount of $25,000? Why not limit 
all incomes to $10,000 or $5,000, or even less, 
and thus level off and put a ceiling on the in- 
centive and the initiative of the individual 
just as it has been done in those countries 
with Communistic governments? Many in- 
dividuals *are engaged in business operations 
and must have a margin to pay business 
debts, development costs, as well as their 
living expenses. 

"As a matter of fact, under the taxation 
that will become operative the first of Janu- 
ary, there will be very few in the country 
who wTll have a net income of much more 
than $25,000. Under this taxation system, 
out of the first $100,000 earned, he must pay 
$70,000. Out of the second $100,000 earned, 
must pay $91,000, so that on a $200,000 
salary he will be permitted to retain only 
$39,000. 

"To this taxation in wartime no one can 
seriously object, but the important principle 
involved by this executive order, as I see it, 
is that the President has undertaken what he 
considers to be a reform in the fact of the 
positive action and disapproval of two com- 
mittees of Congress, when Congress alone 
should decide whether or not this policy of 
the limitation of income, so far-reaching in 
its consequences, should be undertaken." 

The Senator has spoken wisely and well in 
his opposition to such so-called reforms.

In backing up his statement that the "thumb-twiddlers in our 
Government service should be given other work to do," Senator Byrd, 
Democrat of Virginia, presented figures showing that the Federal 
Government would have 3,000,000 civilian employes by the end of tide 
year, and there would be an additional 2,500,000 in State and local 
governments. 

He declared that there was plenty of reason 'why the American 
people would be "shocked and indignant" to learn that the Federal 
government now has three times as many^employes as it did when the 
1918 Armistice was signed. 

Senator Byrd is never a calamity howler. On the contrary he is as 
able and constructive a statesman as there is in the Senate. When he 
makes the statement that there is a terrific waste\pf manpower by the 
Government in non-essential activities, as well as inexcusable and 
criminal waste of public funds, he tells the plain, unvarnished troth. 

Paul V. McNutt. Chairman of the War Manpower Commission' 
doesn't contradict Senator Byrd, in agreeing that some government 
agencies are guilty of hoarding and pirating labor — which he says 
amount to "waste." 

Other Senators agree that no legislation is necessary to reduce the 
force of Government employes. Apparently the Controller General can 
determine where cuts and appropriations can best be made. 

But those cuts won't be made before you are called upon to pay 
your income tax.

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IS LIQUOR RATIONING NEXT? 

Despite the brave assertions of spokesmen 
for the ABC board that the State's ware- 
houses have more whiskies in them than 
could be sold between now and the holidays, 
it's our own conviction that we are in for a 
rigid system of rationing shortly after the 
New Year. And that will be bad news for 
many a Virginia Beach resident! 

The local liquor mart seems to be better 
stocked than any other we have visited in 
recent weeks, but even that word already has 
been passed along to Norfolk residents — 
many of whom can't get within a block of 
their neighborhood stores — and they are 
stocking up at the expense of our local im- 
bibers. How these Norfolkians manage to get 
out here on gas rationing is a question we 
can't answer, but a check of cars in the 
vicinity of 20th Street during the hours the 
store is open will bear testimony that they are 
here. 

The situation in Norfolk is pretty bad. 
Many popular brands have disappeared from 
the shelves and, in their eagerness* to assure 
themselves an adequate holiday supply, many 
persons are overbuying, thereby adding to the 
already critical condition. Just as with sugar 
and coffee, it seems impossible to get away 
from the hoarders. 

We regret that this threatened shortage 
has been made known, for — like its counter- 
part, Prohibition — it is placing an undue 
emphasis upon drinking and drinkables. Many 
are buying in excess of their needs, probably 
many are drinking in excess of their usual 
quotas, and the whole thing is useemly. The 
changes in the sales' plans may have been 
made to circumvent such a situation, but if 
so, the scheme has failed miserably. 

Rationing of spiritous liquors undoubtedly 
is just ahead of us, and as a wartime condi- 
tion we must tolerate it. But let not even the 
most optimistic think that this condition can 
be made the springboard for another bout 
with Prohibition — that is something, we ven- 
ture to predict, that never again will be 
saddled upon the American public by a set 
of misguided enthusiasts. 



Post-War Challenges to Architects 

The building plan for America after the war is already on the 
architectural drafting boards and it will revolutionize our concept of 
living, Charles A. Miller, assistant director of the school of architecture, 
International Correspondence Schools, said today. 

Architects who design post-war houses must be qualified to use new 
materials and employ new methods, Mr. Miller said, and this means 
greater and more exacting study. 

The whole world will look to America for guidance and real aid in 
rebuilding when the Axis nations are defeated. Thus, American archi- 
tects are faced with international responsibilities. They must be pre- 
pared to meet this challenge, just as in the Renaissance the architects 
brought forth new ideals of beauty which provided the inspiration for 
much of European and Colonial architecture. 

The architectural trend is toward utility and simplicity of line and 
scale and it will be reflected not only in homes, schools and theatres, but 
in church structures, Mr. Miller said. 

Post-war construction will get the "green light" as soon as the 
war ends. At that time America's architects will be asked to deliver, and 
there will be little time for further planning. For that reason, Mr. 
Miller said, youthful designers should get as much practical experience 
as possible now.

When Our Dreams Come True 

It's a lucky thing that American industrial leaders are as optimistic 
as the politicians are pessimistic. 

Henry J. Kaiser, West Coast shipbuilder says that the requirements 
of foreign markets after the war, will be sufficient to keep "every wheel 
in America turning for several years." 

It seems probable that the production of synthetic rubber in the 
United States will solve the rubber problem for all time. Leaders of 
chemical industry and the Government Administrator, of rubber, told 
the Herald Tribune Forum this week of a half-dozen methods known to 
them, which would improve the quality of synthetic properties over 
natural rubber, especially in resistance to oil and solvents. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wickard declared this week that American 
can food would be ready for the conquered nations as soon as the yoke 
of the Axis was thrown off, and he indicated that there would be world 
markets for everything that American farms could produce. 



A Civil War Issue 

The theory of State rights has long been conceded to the States in 
fixing the qualifications of its voters. By general consent every State 
in the country has enacted its own election laws. 

The South has peculiar programs and their State governments 
have solved those matters their own way. The present criticism is that 
the Southern States discriminate against Negro voters. But one hears 
very little about New Jersey, in the North, which has its own "dis- 
criminating ways."

The Creed for a Free World

This 
neglect results in the rapid multi- 
plication of the germs in food par- 
ticles left in sheltered tooth cre- 
vices, thus givjng these organisms 
the opportunity to set up some of 
the processes that lead to decay.

The 
family dentist will be glad to in- 
struct in this Very important phase 
of mouth hygiene. The majority of 
persons could pront by this in- 
struction. \ 

"Of course, it is well understood 
that even the daily brushing of 
teeth and gums properly will not 
guarantee against decay. Soft foods 
and the overabundant use of sugar 
now are considered to be the real 
allies of decay. Oh the other hand 
proper brushing will remove con- 
ditions that definitely in their own 
right set up decay processes and at 
the same time aid in others. 

It can be said safely that if 
teeth and gums were brushed ef- 
fectively each day and the dentist 
Were given an opportunity to in- 
spect the teeth and give them a 
prophylaxis every six months, 
much of the major restorative work 
which he is now compelled to do 
Could be eliminated. 

This combination of care not 
only would be advantageous to 
mouth and dental health, but 
would save many dollars and much 
needless pain for conditions for 
Which personal neglect solely is to 
blame."

One way of getting organic mat- 
ter in garden soil is through plen- 
ty of compost. This can be- made 
from autumn leaves and vegetable 
waste. 

The term compost means a well- 
decomposed mixture of manure, sod, 
leaves and other organic matter 
with good topsoil. Chemical ferti- 
lisers may also be added to hasten 
decomposition and increase the 
value of the compost. 

Although most directions for 
making compost call for at least 
a small amount of manure, com- 
post can be made without it. 

Locate the composte pile where 
H will not be objectionable but not 
beyond reach of the garden hose. 
Start with a layer of leaves and 
disease-free garden trash, not more 
than 6 inches thick, and follow with 
a thin layer of topsoil, mixing in 
any available manure and a dash 
of commercial fertilizer. Wet each 
layer before adding the next one. 
A small amount of poultry or dried 
cattle or sheep manure goes a long 
way. Remember to soak the pile 
well. 

Finish off the pile so that the 
top will slope toward the center; 
then it will catch and hold rain 
water. Never allow it to become 
dry. Every month or so take a 
spading fork and turn the whole 
pile, cutting from top to bottom, 
and give it a good soaking.

(Cntinued from page one) 
be placed on strained and formu- 
lated ones in 1943. Both these lat- 
ter, it is expected, will continue to 
be packed in tin and in glass. It 
may be, however, that restrictions 
will be placecd on chopped foods;

comparative ease right in the home. 
Many thought the rubber short- 
age spelled the end of waterproof 
crib sheeting and baby pants, but 
Yankee ingenuity has come forward 
with several substitutes used in 
smaller quantities for some years 
past. Plastics, synthetic resins and 
other compounds — rtow being made 
into military raincoats and wind- 
breakers — also are used as coat- 
ings on ordinary cotton fabrics and 
these are manufactured into baby 
pants and crib sheeting. These 
fabrics are waterproof, and can foe 
cleaned, like rubber, with warm 
water and mild soap. They should 
not, however, be wrung or twisted 
in any way. These new products,! 
like most other things mothers! 
must buy, carry ceiling prices 

It was pointed out that in the 
first eight months of 1942, about 
1,350,000 births were reported in 
the Census as compared with about 
1,275,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1941. If the increase in 
births continues in 1943, supplying 
diapers for al lthese babies will be 
a big order — but the Government 
is taking it in its stride. WPB of- 
ficials recently said that scarcities 
in some areas were purely local and 
temporary, and that 1941-1942 pro- 
duction of diapers was up over 1939. 
Whatever happens in the textile 
field next year, the Government is 
going to do everything possible to 
meet the demands of the rising 
birthrate. Diapers are cost-of-liv- 
ing commodities, so mothers should 
make sure that ceiling prices are 
posted in the store and that they 
pay no more than the legal maxi- 
mum. The charges of the diaper 
services, too, are under price con- 
trol; but these services, like all 
others involving pick-ups and de 
liveries, are K-r.it-d to one call

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THE SECRET OF HAPPINESS 

Many centuries ago, Pericles, the great 
Athenian, said, "The secret of happiness is 
freedom; and the secret of freedom is a 
brave heart." 

We realize. this truth anew today as we 
face the changes wrought by total war. We 
know that every threat to freedom is a threat 
to our personal and national happiness, and 
because of this we gladly lay aside for the 
moment our liberties and place restrictions 
on our freedom for the sake of a strong de- 
fense and preservation of those liberties and 
of that freedom. 

Happiness is the result of free choice: of 



The American Expeditionary Force, scat 
tered throughout the broad surface of the 
earth, is still in its formative stages. This is 
in reality merely the nucleus of that mighty 
army which when it has attained its full 
strength, will be thrown against the enemies 
of the nation. 

Yet, although the United States has been 
in the war only a year and has been required 
during that period to continue its support of 
hard-pressed allies, more than a million 
American soldiers have been shipped tp fields 
of battle. And with them have gone all that 
is required for their physical maintenance 
and for their effectiveness in combat — food 
and clothing, medical supplies, guns and am- 
munition, tanks andT planes, trucks, oiTahcT 
gasoline. 

The knowledge that more than a million 
men have been shipped overseas and that 
they have taken with them everything they 
need in the way of supplies will make it 
somewhat easier for thoughtful citizens at 
home to understand why rationing is neces- 
sary. And 'if thoughtfulness is blended with 
the spirit of patriotism there will be a more 
ready acceptance of the sacrifices of com- 
1 forts and conveniences which are now only 
iiil their beginning. 

i Maintenance of a million men at distances 
| ranging from three to eight thousand miles 
| is perhaps the most formidable task of its 
kind undertaken by any nation. Gradually, 
as the tempo of the war becomes swifter and 
the initial million grows to two, to three and 
to four million, this task will grow more diffi- 
cult. And when the planes darken the skies 
over Hitler's Europe and that great sweep 
of the Pacific which now is Japanese domain, 
this nation .will be compelled to draw more 
heavily upon its resources. 

War, of course, is the business of destruc- 
j tion. It consumes human life, the products of 
toil and genius, the fruits of the fields and 
the orchards, the wealth of nations. And as 
this war advances into its more crucial stages, 
when American soldiers are fighting on the 
continent of Europe and on the islands of 
Japan, bringing home to the aggressors 
something of the terror and the anguish they 
have imposed- upon innocent people the de- 
mands upon the home front will of necessity 
become more exacting. 

It would be well, it seems, if the American 
people realized without delay that up to now 
they have been barely touched by war, that 
as the war progresses there will be less and 
less freedom of action for those at home, 
more and more of a regimentation of life, 
greater sacrifices and, quite possibly, priva- 
tion for all. 

Even though the tide of battle has turned 
in favor of the United Nations, there is noth- 
ing in the prospect that lies ahead to give 
substance to the hope that victory is just 
over the horrzon.
